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youth Mission Trip to Florida, and 
helping with Lucia's kitchen after a fire. 

Now we look forward to 2007, and 
much remains to be done. 

We have no "flashy" folders and only 
two special mailings - this one and 
another to come with a Pledge Card to be 
returned October 15 th . Look into your 
own heart; decide if moving toward tithing 
is something God wants of you. Step up 
your giving by a few dollars or by two or 
three per cent. The benefits are almost 
beyond description. Plan to give until it 
feels REALLY GOOD! 



A WORD ABOUT "THE PROCESS: 

In many ways, developing and following a budget for the church is very much like what we 
do with our personal fund management. The STARTING place is based on knowing just 
how much we have to work with in our planning. Additionally, in the life of Oaks Church 
we get from Ministry Teams and other groups estimates of their needs, compare those to 
expected income, and present a final budget to a congregational meeting (this year on the 
last Sunday of November). Thus it is VERY IMPORTANT that we have your indication of 
expected giving for the coming calendar year. 

You should approach prayerfully your planning for giving to and through the Church. 
The historical standard for basic Christian giving is the "tithe," ten per cent. Other and 
special giving comes in addition to that. Some are already doing just that; for others, tithing 
is still a goal toward which to work. Whichever category is yours, thank you for continuing 
to support the work and ministries of this congregation so faithfully. If you want a plan for 
raising the level of your giving, figure out what percentage of income you currently give - 
then raise it by a few dollars or by a percentage point or two. It DOES get easier the more 
you consider it. Let your giving reflect your thankfulness for all that God does for you.

At Oaks, our regular and visiting musicians and others who lead us in 
worship prepare themselves in a sacrificial offering to God. Whisper a word of thanks to 
God for these who work so diligently, and then feel free to speak to them after worship.
